The central committee of the 
Yugoslav Communist party issued 
a lengthy communique replying 
to the denunciation by the Com- 
inform of Tito and other Yugo- 
Slav leaders as having played too 
close to western imperialism. 

The communique called the Com- 
inform’s charges against Yugo- 
slav Communism “uhfounded” and 
“one-sided,” and it called on all 
Yugoslav Communists to continue 
their support of the Tito regime. 

A communique of the central 
committee of the Communist party 
of Yugoslavia was broadcast over 
the Belgrade radio. It was the 
first official information the Yugo- 
slavs had received of yesterday's 
stern denunciation of Communism 
in this country by the Cominform. 

Many of them had heard the 
news from foreign radios and by 
word of mouth, however, and had 
received it with outward calm, 

No Apologies for Acts. 

The Yugoslav communique made 
no apologies for the “crimes”—in- 
cluding Trotskyism and anti-So- 
vietism—with which the Comin- 
form charged Tito and his aids. 

The communique referred to the 
Cominform’s criticism of Tito’s dis- 
missal May 5 of Sreten Zujovic, 
Finance Minister, and Andrija 
Hebrang, Minister for Light In- 
dustry, and expressed “astonish- 
ment” that members of the Com- 
inform could defend these two men 
“without asking any information 
about them from the central com- 
mittee of the Yugoslav party.” 

The communique then said that 
it was known that Zujovic’ and 
He both were thrown out of 
the central Communist committee 
in 1937 because of their “weak at- 
titude” against Ustachi authorities 
in the free state. 

“The central committee consid- 
ers that the criticisms have been 
based on false grounds and that

It was denied in ssa communi- 
que that the Communist party in 
this country had been “diluted” by 
the national (popular front) as 
charged of the Cominform. The 
central committee said that it was 
fighting for Socialism, and already 
had defeated the influence of cap- 
italists and speculators in Yugo- 
slavia. 

Denial on Russians. 

Referring to charges of the 
Cominform that Russian officers 
were shadowed during visits to 
Yugoslavia, the communique said: 
“It is entirely false that any Rus- 
sian citizen has been shadowed in 
Yugoslavia.” 

Specifically denied were charges 
that P. Yudin, Soviet editor of the 
Cominform organ, was kept under 
surveillance while in Belgrade, 
which originally was named as 
headquarters for the Cominform. 

“Relations between the Soviets 
and Yugoslavia must be based on 
mutual confidence,” the commu- 
nique said bluntly in an apparent 
rebuff to Moscow. 

Speaking of the class struggle 
and of Yugoslav government pol- 
icy toward the peasants, the com- 
munique said that “in our policy 


in the villages we are guided by | 


the theory of Leninism.” 

“For that reason,” the commu- 
nique continued, “the accusation 
in itself is actually encouraging 
the reactionary elements in the 
villages.”

Two Versions of Holdup. 


In his first story Lindy said 
two armed Negroes forced his ma- 
chine to the curb and ordered’ him 
at pistol point to turn over a 
satchel containing the ‘money. Po- 
lice became suspicious when a 16- 
year-old boy who saw thé inci- 
dent ‘reported Lindy’s machine 
had stopped before arrival of the 
black sedan and that Lindy had 
gotten out of his automobile and 
handed the satchel] to someone in 
the other machine.

Committee in a report to Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann made public 
today. 

Mayor Kaufmann said the re- 
port will “not be allowed to gather 
dust, but will serve as the foun- 
dation of an earnest and energetic 
program to improve the communi- 
ty’s milk supply.” 

The committee, reporting on its 
eight months investigation, blast- 
ed St. Louis dairies and the Dairy 
Council and took a swipe in pass- 
ing at the AFL Milk Wagon Driv- 
ers’ Union, but reserved its strong- 
est denunciations for officers of 
the Sanitary Milk Producers, a co- 


‘operative organization whose mem- 


bers include two-thirds of the 
dairy farmers who send their milk 
to St. Louis. 
Assails Producer Group. 

Sanitary Milk Producers, the re- 
port charged, has been carrying 
on an extensive campaign a 
the St. Louis milk ordinance 
dead letter by stirring up dissatis- 
faction among farmers. Dr, Jo- 
seph F.. Bredeck, health commis- 
sioner, his staff of inspectors 
and the milk ordinance were com- 
mended by the committee, virtual- 
ly without reservation. 


The committee urged a Federal 
Trade Commission investigation of 
the “interlocking interests and ac- 
tivities of Sanitary Milk Producers, 
St. Louis Dairy Co., and their re- 
spective parent organizations, the 
Illinois Agriculture Association 
and the National Dairy Products 
Corporation.” Illinois Agriculture 
Association, the committee found, 
owns 51 per cent of the stock of 
Sanitary Milk Producers. 

Duncan I. Meier, committee 
chairman, declined to say whether 
that recommendation implied a 
connection between St. Louis Dairy 
and Sanitary Milk Producers.

U.S. ARMY REPORTS 
$100 DEAD, 7792 
HURT IN JAP QUAKE 


1000 Killed in Fukui City 
Alone —30,721 Build- 
ings Damaged—Aid 
Sent to Area, 


TOKYO, June 29 (UP)—Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's headquar- 
ters reported today that 3155 per- 
sons were killéd as the result of 
yesterday's disastrous earthquake 
and fire. 

The casualty ‘list included an 
estimated 1000 dead for devastated 
Fukui city alone. Fukui had 85,- 
000 population, The figures in- 
cluded the toll in 38 villages as 
well as Fukui, which is the pre- 
fectural capital. 

Allied htadquarters also re- 
ported that 7752 persons were se- 
riously injured and 30,721 buildings 
were damaged. Of that number 
6306 buildings were burned. 

The quakes still were continuing, 
but there was no further damage.

operating expense. 

Milton M. Kinsey, president of 
the city’s Board of Public Service, 
testified before the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission that the 
present arrangement constitutes a 
contract between the city and 
the company. A change to re- 
quire telephone users to pay the 
tax would be a breach of the. 
company’s agreement, he asserted. 

Ferris Raises @uestion. 

Kinsey, formerly chief engineer 
for the commission, testified in 
the hearing on the company’s ap- 
plication for $3,250,000 in annual 
Missouri telephone rate jncreases. 
Associate City Counselor Forrest 
G. Ferris Jr. raised the question, 
in renewing examination of Kin- 
sey. This followed exclusive dis- 
closure by the Post-Dispatch May 
30 that one action the commission 
might take in the case might be 
to order the company to pass on 
to customers the municipal gross 
receipts taxes in St. Louis, Kansas 
City and at least 12 other smaller 
cities and towns of Missouri. 

Such an order, it was shown, 
would be the equivalent of grant- 
ing the company 40 per cent or 
more of the rate increases it had 
sought—without actually changing 
the telephone rate structure or 
making any adjustment in the 
company accounts. Last year the 
municipal gross receipts taxes on 
Southwestern Bell totaled $1,313,- 
901, including $823,043 in St, Louis. 

Effect in St. Louis. 


If the company were permitted 
to pass the St. Louis gross receipts 
tax on to customers, instead of 
bearing it as an operating expense, 
said Kinsey, the effect would be 
to award the company rate in- 
creases more than twice what it 
had actually sought in St. Louis. 
The company had asked the com- 
mission for St. Louis increases of 
$375,000 a year, he pointed out. 

Miss Agnes Mae Wilson, com- 
mission member, asked Ferriss the 
purpose of the evidence on this 
subject. He replied: 

“Our purpose is in opposition to 
the company’s theory of passing 
along any local franchise taxes 
to the cities. 1 recognize that the 
company does not propose in its 
application to pass along the tax 
in St. Louis and Kansas City, but 
we oppose this theory on prin- 
ciple as not proper. We alse an- 
ticipate that it is very likely that 
if the telephone company were 
permitted to do that, it would set 
a precedent and other utilities 
would seek to do that. 

“In fact, we have had -indica- 
tions of it.” 

Kinsey declared, in effect, that 
there was no reason other St. 
Louis public utilities should not 
be permitted to pass municipal 
gross receipts taxes on to con- 
sumers, instead of absorbing them, 
if Southwestern Bell was given 
the benefit of such an order. He 
also asserted there was no more 
reason for singling out the gross 
revenue tax than the city gaso- 
line tax or some other special or

His testimony raised the prob- 
lem of how gross receipts taxes 
on utilities could be passed on to 
customers equitably, if the prin- 
ciple was universally adopted. The 
telephone, gas and electric com- 
panies could account for this on 
their monthly bills, but Kinsey 
called attention to the problem of 
ohw the principle could be applied 
to street car and bus fares. 

Company counsel inquired jocu- 
larly if it might not be possible 
to have car and bus riders stick a 
label, like the city cigarette tax 
stamp, on their dimes in paying 
their fares. Kinsey replied that 
it was illegal to mutilate coins. 

Incidentally, the importance of 
the taxes on utilities to upkeep of 
the city governmént was shown 
in an exhibit presented by Kinsey, 
which listed the aggregate taxes 
from these four utilities in the 
last fiscal year as 145 per cent of 
the city’s revenue from all sources 
for general purposes, for the year.

LESS THAN JANITOR: 


The janitor at the Granite City 
city hall will be paid more than 
the city treasurer, under terms of 
a new ordinance granting pay in- 
creases to city employes. Persons 
in elective offices cannot revise 
their own salaries while in office 
but must vote any increase in pay 
before the start’ of the next term. 

The Mapor, undér the new ordi- 
nance, will receive less pay than 
his comptroller. The janitor will 
make $230 a month and the treas- 
urer will receive $225 a month.

The American planes will then

HIS Government's long delay in establishing full diplomatic 

relations with Israel is the culminating blunder in a record from 

which the Administration seems to have omitted no conceivable 
error. Five weeks ago, President Truman recognized the new State 
of Israel. Once that decision was reached, it was surely the part of 
wisdom for those in charge of our foreign relations to seek all of 
the advantages to be gained from that step. 


If an American minister had 
been sent to Israel immediately, 
the beneficial results would have 
been felt promptly. The mere fact 


that the American flag would 


have ‘flown over our legation 
would have had a tonic effect 
upon the people ‘of that belea- 


- guered land. It would have done 


more than anything else to con- 
vince the Jews of Palestine that 
they need not look to Moscow as 
the one source from which they 
can get help in their fight for 
liberty. 

Because the United States has 
waited until after the Soviet Un- 
ion had announced the appoint- 
ment of a minister, the establish- 
ment by the United States of dip- 
lomatic relations with Israel can 
only be regarded by the public 
opinion there as one more Ameri- 
rg pag $e to “beat the Russians 
to it.” 

Russian Recognition. 


But that. is not the worst of it. 
The Soviet Union has granted 
full “de jure” recognition. The 
United States has given only “de 
facto” recognition. The American 
special representative in Tel Aviv 
will consequently be of lower rank 
than the Russian minister. 
' While the officials presently in 
control of the State Department 
refuse to admit it, they have in 
fact been doing their utmost to 
impede the achievement of full 
sovereignty by the people of Israel. 
The American people oe wm 
n 


Israel government would 

to give up some of the meager 
territory. allotted to the Jews by 
the United Nations resolution, 
“de jure” recognition by the 
United States would be forth- 
coming. Even the categorical 
statement of the provisional 
government that Israel would 
not cede one inch of its terri- 
tory has so/ far failed to end 
these unsavory attempts at pres- 
sure upon a weak and struggling 
nation. 


Such tactics as these have 
strengthened the belief in Israel 
that the United States is backing 
Britain’s demand that Israel agree 
that King Abdullah of Trans-Jor- 
dan be given sovereignty over 
Jerusalem, and that it relinquish 
the Negeb—the only part of Israel} 
where any large-scale resettlement 
of the European refugees can be 
undertaken—so that this region 
may be divided between Egypt 
and Trans-Jordan. 


The State Department’s policy 
has lent plausibility to the reports 
that the United States approves 
such British acts as Foreign Secre- 
tary Bevin’s admonition, just be- 
fore the truce, to Syria and Leb- 
anon to intensify their military 
campaign as a means of helping 
Abdullah’s Arab Legion, or Lon- 
don’s indication to Syria of the 
strategic points in Haifa that 
should be bombed once the truce 
is ended. 

American policy has greatly 
increased the prestige of the 
pro-Russian factions in Israel. 
These extremist groups would 
never have dared to defy the 
authority of the provisional gov- 
ernment had the masses of the 
people been given any reason 
to believe in the friendly sym- 
pathy of the United States. 
Under present world conditions, 

the United States and Britain 
must unquestionably make every 
effort to agree on common poli- 
cies, but that surely does not im- 
ply that the United States need 
blindly acquiesce in a British 
course toward Palestine which 
can only result in sacrificing 
American interests, in undermin- 
ing the authority of an Israeli 
government that has made 
operation with the western de- 
mocracies the very foundation of 
its policy, and a course which is 
clearly designed to block the free- 
dom of Israel. 

It has long since been apparent 
that so long as Bevin continues to 
be Britain’s Foreign Secretary 
there will be no British policy 
in Palestine that is marked by 
justice toward the Jews. 

Good Selection of Envoy. 

Fortunately, no better selection 
could have been made in the ap- 
pointment of this country’s first 
envoy to Israel than James G. 
McDonald. As High Commissioner 
of the League of Nations, as di- 
rector of the Inter-Governmental 
Committee on Refugees, and as a 
member of the Anglo-American 
Commission to Palestine, Mc- 
Donald has for many years de- 
voted his exceptional abilities to 
the relief of the Jews in Europe. 
His efforts in behalf of the crea- 
tion of an independent Jewish 
state are well known in Israel. 


The apointment of Eliahu Ep- 
stein as Israel’s representative in 


Washington brings to that office): 


a man of outstanding capacity 
who is a fervent believer in the 
cause of the western democracies. 
Through the advice McDonald 
can now offer the Administration 
in Washington, he can do much 
to make American policy serve 
the true interests'of both coun- 
tries. He can thereby help to 
erase the unhappy memories of 
this Government’s tragic mistakes 
during tee Jast three years.

BRITAIN GETS 
WAR JITTERS

RITAIN suddenly has devel- 
B oped a case of war jitters. 
Cricket at Lords and tennis 
at Wimbledon—those are the 
dominating subjects you hear 
when eavesdropping around Lon- 
don. But a new theme has leaped 
in this past week which was not 
here when I came back to Eng- 
land two months ago. 

Sample conversations: ; 

Barber to manicurist: “Well, I 
guess you'll be back driving an 
ambulance again one of these 
days.” 

Young business man, half jok- 
ingly, half seriously: “Suppose I'll 
be getting my call-up papers any 
day now.” 

Old man with an eye on a squad- 
ron of jet fighters exercising over 
London: “Looks as though we 
might have to send those over Ber- 
lin.” 

Churchill’s Warning. 

Winston Churchill’s sensational 
warning over the weekend fol- 
lowed Foreign Secretary Bevin’s 
typically British understatement: 
“A delicate state of affairs” exists 
in Berlin. Churchill has been right 
so often in the past that people sit 
up and take notice when he blunt- 
ly asserts that Russia, by its ac- 
tions in Berlin, has raised issues 
as grave as those at Munich 10 
years ago. 

Many people, alarmed by the 
headlines out of Berlin, were 
thinking grave thoughts even be- 
fore Churchill spoke, however. The 
atmosphere here now is no longer 
one of calm scoffing at Americans 
for being too jittery. 

Now it is something like that in 
America when the Yugoslavs shot 
down a United States plane a cou- 
ple of years ago, or more recently 
when Jan ryk was found 
dead and Czechslovakia collapsed 
into the grip of the Communists. 

No one here wants a war, of 
course. Nevertheless this Eng- 
land, which is badly split on do- 
mestic issues, seeMs More or less 
solidly united with Churchill: 

“The only hope of peace is to 
be strong, to act with other great 
freedom-loving nations, and to 
make it plain to the aggressor, 
while time remains, that we 
should bring the world against 
him and defend ourselves and our 
cause by every means should he 
strike a felon’s blow.” 

The Conservative London Daily 
Telegraph points out that Con- 
servative party leader Churchill 
departed from a slashing attack 
on Socialist domestic policy to 
give full support to Socialist for- 
eign policy—the decision to stay 
in Berlin. 

“There, as on sO Many previous 
occasions, he speaks for the na- 
tion,” says that newspaper. 
“Whether the whole: of western 
Europe’is to live under the men- 
ace of aggression,” it declares, is 
the question at stake. To admit 
Russian claims in Berlin, it adds, 
“would be fatal to western Euro- 
pear’ recovery, to the faith that 
still exists in the capacity of the 
western powers to rebuild Ger- 
many as a worthy element in the 
Western Union, and to all pro- 
spects of lasting peace for the na- 
tions. | 

One Facet of Struggle. 

The long-expected crisis in Ber- 
lin was touched off by the cur- 
rency reform the western Allies 
‘have introduced in western Ger- 
many. But this, of course, is only 
one facet of the struggle for 
power. The independent Socialist 
weekly, The New Statesman and 
Nation, observes that the Russians 
have waited until the Allies’ ac- 
tions in Frankfurt have made 
four-power control almost mean- 
ingless, and will now argue that 
they have no right to be in Berlin 
at all. 

There is an element here in 
England, as in the states, that is 
inclined to blame the “precipitate 
action” by the west for the dan- 
gerous situation that has arisen 
in a Germany; torn in two be- 
tween east and west.

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The Stakes in Berlin 

Top. American officials have been conferring 
about the Berlin crisis in Washington and 
abroad. By every indication, they are resolved 
to support Gen. Clay’s blunt declaration that 
nothing short of war can budge the Western 
Allies. This is as it must be—for the Russians 
are playing for high stakes. 

The Soviets do not want merely undisputed 
possession of Berlin. They want a chance to 
bring all Germany under Communist domination. 
The Russians now seem to realize that they made 
a mistake in breaking up the Foreign Ministers’ 
Conference. Their patience gone, Great Britain 
and the United States, and France reluctantly, 
were then forced to go ahead on their own with 
the reorganization of Western Germiany, includ- 
‘ing the all-important industrial Ruhr. 

Thus, for themselves, the Russians just about 
killed the goose that lays the golden eggs. The 
British ban on shipments of Ruhr coal to the 


‘Red zone has underlined this fact for them. 


While the new West German mark may be the 
immediate excuse for the current Soviet tactics, 
their real purpose is to regain lost ground. The 
Russians believe they can do this by setting up 
in Berlin, the accepted capital of the country, a 
German government which would assert its 
authority over all four occupation zones. But 
they cannot do this ‘so long as the Allies remain 
in the city and maintain at least three-fourths 


of it as an island in which the anti-Communist 


parties can expose the machinations of the 
S.E.D., the “unity” party which the Russians 
have formed for the delivery of the country into 
their hands. 

To clear the city for this maneuver, the Rus- 
sians now are trying to starve about 2,000,000 
people in the Western sectors to the point at 
which these Berliners themselves will ask the 
Allies to withdraw. In its crass way, the Polit- 
buro calculates that even the most democratic- 
minded individual can be induced to trade free- 
dom for bread. 

But this is not the only string to the Russian 
bow. The crisis also seems calculated to exploit 
Allied differences, especially French doubts 
about the Western German government which is 
to be created under the London agreement. Al- 


. ready Paris is hesitant about taking a strong 


stand. And in this Molotov may well-see some 
Western support for another meeting of the For- 
eign Ministers. Such a meeting was suggested 
at last week’s Communist get-together in 
Warsaw. 

If it actually were held, Molotov might well 
offer to make concessions for the sake of re- 


establishing four-power rule in Germany. But 


such a “reformation” would bear a striking re- 
semblance to the blandishments of the spider for 
the fly. It would not go against the Russian 
grain to make concessions now for the sake of a 
chance to take over some time in the future. 
Gambling on a gradual withdrawal of Western 
support from German democracy, they might 
count on winning by infiltration in the end. 

Such possibilities must be as clear to Western 
statesmen as they are to Russian minds. A head- 
long response to the Warsaw suggestion of an- 
other four-power conference is to be ‘avoided. 
A joint protest against the Kremlin’s tactics in 
Berlin is much more in order. 

Some discussion there probably will have to 
be, if only to avoid giving the Russian propagan- 
dists another chance to say that the Westerners 
always turn their backs on peace. But however 
stiff the pressures or coy the promises may be- 
come, there can be no abandonment of Berlin 
until a basic European settlement is achieved.

If there was any doubt that the lid needs to

Frank C, Mann, executive committee chairman 
of the university curators, told the Post-Dispatch 
that a former professor and two of the professors 
who have just been transferred to Columbia par- 
ticipated in preparing the “resume.”

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Dewey’s Embarrassing Inheritance 

The cost of living reached a new high on May 
15 and “the outlook for the household dollar,” as 
J. A. Livingston says, “is far from good. Pros- 
pects are for higher coal prices and a general 
boost in industrial prices,” led off by steel and 
freight rates. Rents are creeping higher and the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics predicts that food 
prices will continue rising, to November, All 
this may give the inflation issue even more em- 
phasis than it already has in the campaign. 

President Truman’s tactics are clear. Though 
he blundered and vacillated for a long time, he 
finally came out for a clear-cut restoration of 
price and wage ceilings. He will attack the

Girding Our Loins 

In view of the fact that the great Eighty- 
second. Airborne at Fort Bragg, N. C., is the 
only Army division in the United States any- 
where near full strength, Secretary of the Army 
Royall has made a statement which should be 
reassuring to every American. Speaking at the 
Armed Forces Staff College at Norfolk,. Mr. 
Royall said that a mobile striking force of 18 
divisions is in prospect by.1949. .... 

The difference between the defenseless con- 
dition in which the country now finds ‘itself and 
the prospect for a revived Army next year is the 
draft act which President Truman has now 
signed. Had Congress halted without putting 
through selective service legislation—and it came 
dangerously near doing just that—Mr. Royall 
could have spoken no words of reassurance. He 
could only have pointed out that in a tinder box 
world we were running serious risks with our 
national security. 

One immediate effect of the draft act has been 
to spur enlistments in the National Guard, While 
these enlistees might better have been in the 
guard or the reserve all along, the result is to 
be welcomed whatever the motivation. One- 
third of the fully equipped divisions promised 
for next year by the Secretary of the Army will 
be National Guard divisions. 

On the Army side, the draft will permit ex- 
pansion of a force of 284,000 men, of whom only 
54,000 are in mobile tactical units, to more than 
500,000, with close to 200,000 in mobile striking 
units. The plan is to train most. of these men 
in the zone of the interior (continental United 
States), but there will be some increases in 
strength abroad. The garrison in Alaska will 
still be small enough when it is doubled to a 
total of 15,000 men.

- Pro-labor regime though it is, the British Gov- 
ernment has succeeded in breaking the London 
and Liverpool dock strikes by using soldiers as 
stevedores and declaring a state of national 


_ emergency. The Labor Government first erred by 


giving more stress to “labor” than to “govern- 


ment,” but it has more recently acknowledged . 


that a whole nation’s crisis must be surmounted 
before political dividends can be dispensed to 
any class. 

Also for the purpose of conserving and aug- 
menting the kingdom’s economic strength, the 
far-reaching Town and Country Planning Act 
goes into effect this week. Stronger regulation 
of land uses is obviously desirable even in the 
metropolitan districts of the United States, 
where land is still relatively abundant. It is an 
area of social control that a hard-pressed, over- 
populated island like Britain can no longer 
avoid. In fact, measures to salvage industrially 
blighted districts were under way several years 
before the Socialists came to power. 

In today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, Barbara 


, Ward, an independent British critic, shows that 


Sir Stafford Cripps’ “austerity” program has 
paid off by bringing industrial production and 
exports above 1938 figures. Britain must also 
overcome the loss of its lucrative prewar invest- 
ments and it is paying dear for necessary im- 
ports, however, so the emergency persists. 

The British Government’s resolute action in 
the dock strike shows that it is yielding little or 
no ground in the domestic battle for production. 
Barbara Ward also points out the great eco- 
nomic advantages to Britain in a western Euro- 
pean union but in this matter, unfortunately, her 
government, and particularly Foreign Minister 
Bevin, still seem halfhearted. 
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On Tempting Fate 


Why did Gov. Warren agree to be the G.O.P.

ing in 1944? Doubtless a good many considera- 
tions went into the decision and relative pros- 
pects for winning obviously were among them.

Until 1948 it was still possible to blame 
part of Britain’s economic crisis upon con- 
tinued inflation which sprang from the 
Government’s determination to do too much 
with an inadequate national income. But 
since Sir Stafford decided in April to main- 
tain prohibitive taxation and to budget for 
a large genuine surplus, the signs have 
been multiplying on every side of the on- 
slaught of a quite severe deflation. 


The economic face of Britain is chang- 
ing in the precise way for which every 
reputable economist has been pleading since 
1946. But the external crisis remains, 


The Fruits of Self-Denial 


The United Nations Economic Commis- . 


sion for Europe, a dispassionate interna- 
tional body, studied all the available facts 
and fi; And there is no doubt about 
it. Britain’s economic achievement in the 
last three years has been striking and its 
economic stability almost unequaled; in 
terms of output, it leads Europe. Alone 
among the European nations (with the pos- 
sible exception of Finland) Britain has 
vastly increased its exports and has as 
drastically cut its imports, in comparison 
with the prewar trading pattern. Britain 
was in 1947 the only European nation with 
the exception of Sweden to avoid a budget 
deficit. 


What, then, Es gone wrong? In terms 
of 1988, Great Britain should be enjoying a 

prosperity such ag it had never known be- 
fore, with its people fully employed for the 
first time since 1918, with production high 
above the prewar level, with exports soar- 
ing, with sound finance. 


What has gone wrong? Why do we hove 
record exports—yet a new tax on beer? 
Why do we produce more iron and steel 
than ever béfore—yet pay more for tobac- 
Why do we have a budget surplus— 
and yet a new tax in the shape of some- 
thing. very close to a capital levy? There 
are no short answers, but two reasons above 


all explain why Britain’s economic crisis 


is if anything more acute than ever. Un- 
happily. both reasons lie beyond Britain's 
power to set them right, at least in the 
short term. 


Wreckage From Two Wars 
The core of its difficulties is the appal- 


the of 
goods which prolongs the need for ration- 
ing and the pressure of purchasing power 
on goods which creates inflation. 


This brings us to the first explanation 
for Britain’s crisis. It is the war—or rath- 


er two wars in a generation, in both of 
which Britain was the only nation to come 
in on the first day and stay until the iast. 
The war destroyed the largest single prop 
of the British economy—its enormous in- 
come from overseas investments and from 
invisible items such as shipping, banking 
and insurance. 


The latter earnings will no doubt be 
restored in time, even if not to the same 
degree. But the capital investment which 
was spent without stint to finance the 
early stages of the war has gone for good 
and the conditions for rapid capital ac- 
cumulation are not so good as to allow 
hopes that new investment will take the 
place of the old. 


Unfavorable Terms of Trade 


The other factor is the extremely un- 
favorable character of the current “terms 
of trade.” In the Thirties the,terms of 
trade were consistently favorable to Brit- 
ain since raw materials and foodstuffs were 
cheap and industrial exports were relative- 
ly more costly. But since the end: of the 
war foodstuffs and.raw materials have boen 
sought for desperately by every importing 
nation. Prices have, skyrocketed, and al- 
though industrial exports have also com- 
manded high prices, the much higher ccst 
of imports added an extra $1,200,000,000 to 
Britain’s import bill in 1947. 


These two reasons—the loss of prewar in- 
come and the unfavorable terms of trade— 
more than answer Mr. Taber's question: 
“Why do the British have these deficits?” 


The scale of the economic crisis has in- 


‘evitably led people abroad—and in Britain 


itself—to query whether a real recovery is 
possible. Britain cannot restore its old 
position but it can build a new one. 


Two Roads to Recovery 


The task is double. At home it means a 
new concerted effort to revive British eco- 
nomic efficiency, to modernize, to mech- 
anize, to undo the conservative industrial 
policies of the war years and to end the 
restrictionist attitude of both management 
and labor. 


The other part is wider. It consists of 
taking the lead in a new economic pat- 
tern in Western Europe. The breathing 
space offered by American generosity in the 
Marshall plan can be used to make the res- 
toration of- productivity and efficiency in 
Britain part of the wider program to re- 
vive the productivity of Western Europe ty 
creating a “Western Union” free from ir- 
rationa] tariff barriers, from nationalist ob- 
stacles to the nationalization and reorgan- 
ization of industry and from all the inhibi- 


_ tions which must exist between 16 sep- 


arate national economies. 


The pursuit of both objectives demands 
vision, courage, hard work and pertinacity, 
but these virtues have come again and 


again to the assistance of the British peo- .

Muny Opera’s Patched-Up 

Version of Youmans’s Musi- 
cal Comedy Sags. 

By MYLES STANDISH 

Musical comedy, with some rare 
exceptions such as the late Vin- 
cent Youmans’s “No, No, Nanette,” 
usually doesn’t age very well, and 
often what seemed refreshing and 
amusing 15 years ago turns out to 
be weak tea on exhumation. This 
holds true for the same Youmans’s| 
“Hit the Deck,” of 1927 vintage, 
which’ opened a week’s run last 
night’ at Municipal Opera to a 
crow of 9500 persons. 

It has had a lot of theatrical 
surgery done on it. Only four of 
the 13 musical numbers are from 
the original show. The revised 
book used by Muny Opera before 
in 1942 and ,1944, with two acts 
rewritten, Lavinia changed from 
a Negro mammy to a — white 
comedienne, and the China set- 
ting changed to a Central Amer- 
ican one in one scene, has been 
employed again. Some gags more 
desperate than funny have been 
inserted in an attempt to give the 
show more comedy. But patched 
and strung together with wire as 


spark “Hit the Deck” once had. 
It isn’t bad, but it’s far from 
good, It doesn’t have the verve 
and vivacity, the bright lines a 
musical comedy should have.

The measure provides retirement 
benefits for officers and men of 
the Army, Air Force, Navy, Ma- 
rines and Coast Guard. 

Truman said it establishes “a 
career reserve.” He added in a 
statement: 

“These benefits will furnish an 
added incentive. . for well-trained 
men to remain. active in the re- 
serves for a number of years.” 

For the first time, reserves are 
given retirement. credit for time 
spent in the reserve. Heretofore, 
they have beeh entitled to pen- 
sions only if they had enough time 
on active duty or were disabled) in 
active service. On reach the 
age of 60, reserves can re if 
they have been in the reserve 20 
years or longer. Those now in the 
reserve must have been in active 
service during World War I or 
World War IL :

THE TELEVISION AUDIENCE, it must be 
emphasized, witnessed an entirely different scene 
from that of the people present at the convention. 
Easily the most pictorial—though its importance 
Was small—was the nominating session with its 
parades and screeching and hullabaloo, all of it 
phony and, in spite of it, oddly exciting. The 
great contribution of a television camera is the 
power of selection, the ability to pick up a face 
here, a group there, to emphasize here and elimi- 


nate there. 
The shouting, singing, sweating men and wom- 


eh looked and sounded a great deal as historical 
novels read. The demonstration for Dewey, for. 


example, started slowly and, it seemed to me, 
almost reluctantly. ,But the noise and the power 
of a crowd to hypnotize itself into paroxysms of 
excitement soon made the emotion as genuine as 
‘any crowd action ever is, as genuine, let us say, 
as New Year's Eve on Times Square or a college 
rally the night before the big game.

AS THE EVENING wore on, Joseph Martin, 
the chairman, took on the appearance of Savona- 
rola, grim, demoniac, consumed by inner fire— 
conceivably disappointment—and just a iittle 
spooky. To switch metaphors in mid-paragraph, 
he might have been a character actor in the 
motion picture, “San Francisco,” predicting immi- 
nent destruction for the sin-laden city.

By television, the oratory is entirely secondary 
to the pictures and, while Miss West deplores 
with some justice this loss of eloquence, it’s only 
fair to point out that the oratory reflects little 
of either the character or convictions of the ora- 
tor. Long, long ago I swore off the speech-mak- 
ing of Senator John W. Bricker; consequently, 
when Senator Bricker took the podium to nomi- 
imate Senator Taft, I turned off the sound and 
just looked at the picture.

The outstretched forefinger, the glaring eye, the 
Pumping jaws, the thick mane of white hair 
which fell into confusion after the first six para- 
graphs amd through which the Senator kept run- 
ning his fingers, the outthrust chin—a trick he 
may or may not have learned from Bob Hope— 
the working, angry face muscles. There hasn't 
been anything like it since the late Edwin Booth 
and, to me at least, it was far more revelatory of 
‘the inner workings of John W. Bricker than any- 
thing he might have said.

Mrs. Albee is one of many read- 
ers who have told me that the use 
of quotations to abruptly change 
a narrative from the third to the 
first person is extremely disturb- 
‘ing, if not irritating. In reading 
aloud, it actually makes nonsense 
out of a passage unless one adopts 
the awkward device of saying 
“quote” at the and “un- 
quote” at the end of the first per- 
son quotation. 

The national news agencies 
started this third-to-first-person 
shift a few years ago; but it is 
seldom seen in newspaper reports 
of local news. 

The sensible procedure, of 
course,’ is to observe the long- 
established rule that quotation 
marks are not used with indirect 
quotations. Any quotation Png 
ceded by “said that, observed é 


remarked that, stated that,” etc., . 


is indirect, and, properly speaking, 
no part of it should be inclosed 
by quotation marks. 

The same agencies also use the 
shift in their news releases to 
radio stations. Now, according to 
a newspaper friend of mine, when 
an item comes in over the tele-

The Russian delegate com- 
plained that the American was 
swearing at me,” the newscaster 
must do one of three things: (1)

The best thing is to remove all 
the putty and the glass, scrape 
the wood recess clean and apply 
a thin coat of paint or linseed oil.
